Did you ever 
consider how many hands bundle the 
money paid out In wages to the workmen 
In the .factories of your town? A manu- 
facturer in New York state marked the 
bank bills which he paid out to his work- 
men in wn^-cs and arranged with the 
banks to trace them for him. The hanks 
found that on the average the wages of 
each workman pnssed through tho hands 
of eleven different people In a few weeks. 
If the money had been followed nhout for 
a yenr the results would have been even 
more remarkable. Is It not better, then, 
to have the workmen who manufacture for 
ns employed In Canadian factories Instead 
of In factories of the United .States and 
other foreign countries?

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CHARTREUSE LIQUEUR SECRET. 

According t.> the Standard's Paris cor- 
respondent. M- Lecouturler, tlie Govern- 
ment Liquidator of the goods of the Car- 
theslnn monks expelled from the ('hurt- 
reuse Convent, near Grenoble, having fal'- 
o'l to prevent the Importation into France 
of the Ihpietir which the monks now man- 
ufacture in Spain, intends to start a rival 
establishment In the premises formerly oc- 
cupied by them. There will thus be two 
brands of chartreuse on the market— the 
clerical and that of the Government. Th.' 
method of distilling tlie Chartreuse was 
supposed to he a secret known only to the 
monks, and handed down by them from 
generation to generation. M. Lecouturler 
i'h.lins to have discovered the secret, When 
tl. i monks left their distillery they aban- 
doned a large quantity of the liqueur. The 
liquidator engaged .i distinguished chemist, 
a pupil <i{ M. Herthclot, wh.. has analyzed 
these samples, and also th.' apparatus 
used In tho process of distillation.

Chartreuse, and will, "us far as possible, 
In. v.' tin' appearance and qualities of the 
former."

Held Very Successful Meeting at 
the School House on Monday 
Evening. 



Interesting and Convincing Ad- 
dress by Messrs. McPhillips 
and Matson. 



A very successful meeting in the in- 
terests of Capt. Clive Phillips-Wolley 
was held at Mount Tolmie school house 
\>n Monday evening, when addresses 
ivrf delivered by the candidate and 
Messrs. A. E. McPhillips, K. 0., and 
Mr. S. Matson. 

Captain Wolley in opening his ad- 
dress dealt with the position of his op- 
ponent, Mr. Ralph Smith, and the in- 
consistency of his position in 1904 as 
compared with his position in 1900. lie 
then claimed to be independent of both 
great parties in Canada and a champion 
of labor. His conversion, however, was 
most rapid and that lie now was one 
of the stauuehest of the supporters of 
the ltight lion. Sir Wilfrid Laurier and 
willing to throw down all bis principles 
as enunciated in 1000 for the purpose of 
obtaining the Liberal support in this 
contest, being aware that he is woefully 
weak with the party that previously 
gave him tllieir Confidence and {now 
withhold it. 

Captain Wolley dealt very fully with 
tho development of Canada consequent 
upon the maintenance of Conservative 
principles, and in a running review 
dealt with many of the points that bear 
upon t he question of the Grand Trunk 
Pacific Railway agreement. His pero- 
ration was most eloquent and consti- 
tuted a summing up of the issues in 
fho election and the capacity of Mr. 
Borden to work out the true destiny of 
Canada. 

Mr. A. 10. McPhillips, K. C, followed 
and took up in detail the advancement 
in Canada from the putting into opera- 
tion of the national policy. lie then 
demonstrated in the clearest way how 
the Liberals had been recreant to their 
promises to the people, that they were 
a party of broken pledges, and that noth- 
ing could lie credited to them in the way 



of initiative policy. They Had been 
clamorous for free trade; had promised 
to introduce it in the form that it exist- 
ed in England, knowing full well at the 
time that it was impossible, and never, 
in fact, intending to do it— then holding 
ollice and maintaining principles that 
were anathema to them when in opposi- 
tion and claiming that large surpluses 
meant wealth to the people, when in 
opposition, they urged the reverse. 

The piling up of surpluses only means 
the taking from the people of unneces- 
sary money and crippling private enter- 
prise. A true policy should he an equal^ 
ization of income and expenditure, but, 
in so doing, to not cripple proper devel- 
opment. But the Liberals, notwith- 
standing their claimed surpluses, had 
made a most preposterous agreement 
with the Grand Trunk Pacific Railway 
people. An agreement which meant that 
that railroad, save as to an insignificant 
amount, was to be built by the peo- 
ple's money and with tho people's cvedit 
and to be presented to a company. Not 
only that, the company was to be at 
liberty to issue $25,000,000 in shares 
with no requirement whatever that a 
dollar should be paid up on the same. 
This means, at tho very latest, !s2o,000,- 
01 III of watered stock. 

Then it was said that the govern- 
ment had the control of rates. How 
puerile to use any such argument. It 
would lie impossible for the government 
to fix rates. It would, at any rate, mean 
the earning of a fair rate of interest on 
all stock issued, tis well as debentures, 
and the government would have to ac- 
cede to this; and that means that again 
in the history of Canada development is 
to be retarded because the railways 
have to pay interest on stock which
